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A timely trip 

There is some significance that the Egyptian-Israeli Sinai 
disengagement agreement border adjustments will be com¬ 
pleted on the same day, today, Sunday, that a new United Na¬ 
tions envoy sets off for another tour of the Middle East. The 
envoy of Mr. Waldheim, Mr. Guyer, aims to visit Israel, Egypt, 
Jordan and Syria, and will probably have talks with PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat. 

The Israelis apparently believe they can disregard the 
Sinai front for the next several years, insofar as the latest 
agreement commits Egypt to a policy of non-belligerency that 
effectively eliminates the Sinai front from Israeli war calcu¬ 
lations. 

If this is so, and one suspects that President Sadat is too 
anxious to strengthen his new American connection to simply 
tear up the Sinai agreement and go to war again, then Israel 
sits tight without much worry of a war on any front. This is 
because a war without Egypt is not much of a war at all, and 
everybody knows it. 

Now that the latest Kissinger- inspired move in the Mid¬ 
dle East situation has been completed, what happens next? 
The U.N. envoy’s trip is a sign that Mr. Waldheim is worried 
about the possibility of war breaking out ip the Middle East 
if there is no further progress towards peace. His worry is 
partly justified, but for the wrong reasons that he and others 
probably believe. 

The general suspicion around the world is that the Arabs 
will start another war if there is no further progress towards 
peace, but progress that includes the lynchip element of Pa¬ 
lestinian justice in a peace deal. 

The fact is, the Sinai agreement and Mr. Sadat’s vul¬ 
nerable arms supply situation have effectively cut off the 
Arab war option. Egyptian relations with Moscow are cool 
as ever, and the likelihood of the Soviets resupplying the 
Egyptians to the point where they could initiate and sustain 
a long war is unlikely. 

So where’s the threat to war? There is one, of course, 
but it comes from Israel. Internally, the Israelis face a whole 
series of difficult dilemmas and some very serious economic 
problems. Their immigration rate is so low and the emigration 
outflow so high they fear 1976 will end up with a net outflow 
of people. To them, this signals the beginning of the end of 
the grand Zionist experiment in Palestine. 

As always, the Israelis have one thing they can always 
fall back on (not counting war bonds, tax-free philanthropic 
confusion in the U.S. and the ever-ready friends of Israel in 
Congress). This option, of course, is war, and it is no coinci¬ 
dence that Israel thinks it has always emerged from a war 
in better shape than when it went in. 

So if Mr. Waldheim’s envoy is here to talks about peace, 
he should ask the Israelis when they will consider talking to 
the only people in the world who can offer them peace, the 
Palestinians. And if he is interested in discussing war, he 
should also ask the Israelis why they need more sophisticated 
and destructive weapons from the United States at a time i 
when the Arab states have been deprived of the full war option 
by a stroke of Mr. Sadat’s pen. 

If Mr. Guyer gets answers from Israel, then he’ll have j 
something to do when he visits the Arab states. Otherwise, 
he might as well stay home. j

peace, then as Mr Zeid Rifa’i 
said, it ought to recognise the 
rights of the Palestinians to 
exist as a people and to meet 
with their legitimate represen¬ 
tative at Geneva, Al-Ra’i con¬ 
cluded.

Concorde owners pleased with first month’s performance 


PARIS, Feb. 21 (AFP). — One 
month after going into service, 
the Anglo-French Concorde su¬ 
personic airliner continues its 
round-the-world obstacle race. 

As the plane’s adversaries in 
the United States prepare a fur¬ 
ther attack, tough negotiations 
have been going on in Geneva 
among airlines using the Con¬ 
corde and the other companies 
about North Atlantic fares. 

At airports where the plane 
takes off and lands — London, 
Bahrein, Paris-Roissy, Dakar 
and Rio de Janeiro — airlines 
who do not have the supersonic 
airliner have been carefully no¬ 
ting the number of passengers 
entering and leaving it, and the 
arrival and departure times. 

Thus Air France and British 


Airways have been ‘running in’ 
their new services under the cri¬ 
tical gaze of their rivals. 

In one month since Jan. 21 
the plane has effected about 40 
regular flights between Paris 
and Rio and between London 
and Bahrein. 

Technically as well as com¬ 
mercially, Air France seems to 
have started better than British 
Airways. 

Air France President Pierre 
Giraudet said a day or two ago 
that he was "satisfied with the 
excellent regularity" of the pla¬ 
ne. 

Commercially, Air France has 
achieved an occupancy factor of 
71 per cent (paying passengers) 
compared with 55.8 per cent 
for British Airways. 


The French airline did best 
on the Rio run with a factor of 
80.5 per cent, but it achieved 
only 61 per cent on the way 
back. 

Henry Marking Managing-Di¬ 
rector of British Airways, has 
said the Bahrein traffic has been 
better than expected. Incident¬ 
ally, he has also denied a press 
report that this service would 
soon be baited because of poor 
financial results. 

Mr. Marking recalled that his 
company had never expected 
the run to Bahrein to give a fi¬ 
nancial return, and he noted 
that this distance was the first 
stage in a hoped-for service to 
Australia. 

The British airline admits it 
is losing around £800 on the
